JfUNO BEACH, Fla_ Aug. 20 (AP) — Diana Nyad waded ashore 
triumphantly here today to become the first person to swim toe 60 
“miles from the Bahamas to Florida. 

She stepped into toe sea on the north Bi mini shore and emerged 
from the breakers at Juno Beach. 15 miles north of Palm Beach, at 
1 1 :39 a.m„ after 27 hours and 41 minutes. 

"Everybody said it couldn't be done,” said Ms. Nyad, 29. whose 
left eye was swollen shut. u l’m lucky I didn't run into a man-of-war. 
The weather gave me a break for a change." A sting by a man-of- 
war partially paralyzed Ms. Nyad end forced her to give up her first 
attempt at toe swim on Aug. 5 after 121A hours. 

She was stung last night by a small jellyfish, whose sting is not as 
powerful as that of a man-of-war. 

For this. swim, Ms. Nyad covered exposed parts of her body with 
protective latex. But after a few hours, toe latex wore off and divers 
cleared jellyfish out of her way. 

Last night, Ms. Nyad was swimming about 4ft miles per hour 
when aided by currents. Without the currents, she swam at 2 mph. 
She was using 54 to 56 strokes per minute. 

On Aug. 13 (85! year, Ms. Nyad tried to swim from Cuba to Key 
West, Fla., in a heavy mesh anti -shark cage. She quit after 41 hours 
because the wind blew her far west of her course.

Mr. Strauss presented the U.S. 
proposals to Israeli Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin and Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat dunng a 
three-day Middle Eastern trip that 
ended today, three days before the 
UN Security Council is to open j 
debate on the Palestinian issue. He 
failed to persuade the two leaders 
to endorse U.S. proposals for 
changes to Rewsolution 242. 

No details of proposals were 
made public. The United Suites 
was seeking a compromise so it 
would not have to veto a Kuwaiti 
resolution calling for creation of an 
independent Palestinian state. 
Reportedly, it proposed amending 
Resolution 242 to incorporate the 
t amp David agreement's guaran- 
tee of the "legitimate rights” of the 
Palestinians to self-determination.

LANG SON. Vietnam < NYT) — 
The piles of rubble were once a 
flourishing town of 50.000. a town 
that will not soon be rebuilt, said 
Vi Gia Le. a leading official of the 
provincial government: Even more 
than the rest of Vietnam. Lang Son 
has no faith in the possibility of 
peace. 

“If we rebuild it. the Chinese will 
come and destroy it again.” said 
Mr. Vi. who was bom here 52 years 
ago and has spent his life in and 
around this provincial capital. 

The deep pessimism that satu- 
rates ail conversations in Vietnam 
about the likelihood of renewed 
war with China is nowhere more 
deep than here, the principal center 
or fighting in China’s invasion last 
February. After fierce battles. Chi- 
na captured Ljng Son on March 4 
and (hen announced that it. had 
achieved its limited goals and 
would withdraw front Vietnam. 

Methodical Destruction 

But before Chinese troops began 
to recross what is still known as 
Friendship Bridge across the bor- 
ipe der river less than 10 miles away, 
they methodically blew- up every 
* major building in the town that the 
French built dunng their coloniza- 
tion. 

The old provincial hospital lies 
in ruins. The new hospital, across 
the Ky Cung River on the bank 
closer to China, was WTecked be- 
fore it was completed, and much of • 
its equipment was destroyed in 
warehouses.

Mauritania and SeoegaL 
say construction of a second dam 
at Manatali. on the Baring tribu- 
tary in Mali, is expected to begin 
early next year. The Manatali dam 
is designed to regulate the rivet's 
flow, which all but stops for eight

The appeal came a few weeks af- 
ter Communist leader Georges 
Marchais proclaimed himself ready 
to align with "the devil” in order to 
fight lhe government's austerity 
program. Mr. Mitterrand did not 
mention the Communists, just as 
Mr. Marchais refused to say 
whether by “the devil” he meant 
the Socialists. 

A Communist- Socialist align- 
ment would give the left 200 seats 
in the 499-member parliament — 
more than any other single party. 

At last spring’s Communist Party- 
convention. Mr. Marchais served 
notice that he was not interested in 
reviving the Union of the Left, and 
he accused the Socialists of aban- 
doning leftist politics for social 
democracy. But since then, the cen- 
ter-right government’s economic 
moves have boosted unemploy- 
ment. prompting Mr. Marchais’ 
hint of an offer of a new alignment. 

The Union of the Left began in 
1972. raising the possibility of a- 
leftist victory in the March. 1978. 
parliamentary election. But Mr. 
Marchais broke with the Socialists 
befi«re the poll and the bloc consist- 
ing of Gaullists and President 
Valery Gi*card d’Estaing’s parry 
won the ballot comfortably.

“These people are writing back

Carter Trolling Mississippi for Support

PRAIRIE Du CHIEN. .Wis, 
Aug. 20 — “He wants to get re- 
elected. That's why he's here,” 
Mrs. Florence Bradl commented 
without disapproval yesterday as 
she watched the steamer Delta 
Queen dock, allowing President 
and Mrs. Carter to debark in 3 
gentle rain. 

The Wisconsin housewife's ob- 
servation underscored an increas- 
ingly apparent point as the presi- 
dent"^ vacation trip down the 
Mississippi aboard the venerable 
steamboat entered its second 
day: The president was cam- 
paigning in a low -keyed way for 
himself, as well as for his energy 
program. 

Although Mr. Carter shook a 
couple of thousand hands, and 
■patted a dozen or so babies at six 
stops during the first day or his 
cruise, he denied Saturday night 
that he was actually campaign- 
ing. “it's not a partisan campaign 
for the Democratic Party or me," 
he said, "ft’s a campaign for a 
stronger country and a compre- 
hensive energy policy. . . . Peo- 
ple don’t come out to see me. 
They’re coming out to see the 
president." 

Yesterday gave the president a 
double opportunity. On the right 
bank, as the steamer chugged 
downstream, was Iowa, where he 
was successful in his 1976 pre- 
convention campaign and which 


will begin next January to pick 
its 1980 convention delegates. On 
the left bank lay Wisconsin, 
which will hold its often crucial 
presidential primary next April. 

Yesterday’s activity began at 3' 
a-in.. when the delta Queen 
stopped to negotiate a lock at 
Genoa, Wis. More than 100 per- 
sons broke into cheers when the 
president appeared and shook 
dozens of hands and paired four 
babies banded to him over a 
fence. 

The unscheduled event kicked 
up enough of a ruckus that sever- 
al of the steamer’s passengers 
came topside in their 
nightclothes to see what was 

going on. Mr. Cosier, looking 
tired, then retired, making no 
more public appearances until 
9:30. when the vessel stopped for 
another lock at Lynxville. Wis. 

The president’s temporary 
inactivity was presumably wel- 
comed by the passengers who 
had complained Saturday of 
being awakened by (he pounding 
of the president and two aides 
jogging 22 laps at 6 a.m_ 

Rain drenched the steamer as 
it stopped at Lynxville. but the 
president and Mrs. Carter did 
not disappoint the ISO persons 
who had turned out to welcome 
them. Mr. Carter appeared on 
the bridge and asked support for 
his windfall-profits tax proposal. 
Accompanied by Mrs. Carter he 


then slogged ashore to shake 
hands. . 

“It’s a campaign, no doubt 
about it,” said Dr. Walter Balzer. 
“And he's getting a great 
response. . . .He's so common 
it's hard for me to believe he's 
that important — which is to his 
credit.” 

As Mr. Carter finally instruct- 
ed Ids Lynxville listeners, “Now 
go home' and get dry." He then 
joined his family and about 120 
other passengers at “steamboat 
devotions" in the ship’s dining 
saloon. 

In Prairie Du Chien. several 
hundred people wailed on the 
muddy riverbank — some up to 
their ankles in water. Mr. Carter 
spent more than 15 minutes 
shaking hands. He then went to 
the high school and jogged 4 
miles in the respectable time of 
28 minutes. 15 seconds. After- 
ward. he spoke briefly to about 
2.000 persons. 

After his customary plea that 
people stop wasting energy and 
support efforts to reduce oii 
imports. Mr. Carter declared that 
the United States has 25 percent 
of the world's energy reserves as 
against 5 percent controlled by 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. “Some- 
times we gel too discouraged." he 
said. “We ought to inventory 
what we have. We ought to count 
our blessings."

The Castillo report also found 
concern within the service over the 
quality, dedication and maturity of 
the new Border Patrol recruits, and 
it suggested that in addition to 
stricter hiring standards applicants 


be “psychologically tested as 
their suitability 1 ' Tor such work. 

The need for such testing, critics 
say, is made evident by the violent 
reactions of some patrol officers. 
The critics are particularly enraged 
by an incident here last March in 
which two Mexicans were shot by a 
Border Patrol agent after he had ar- 
rested them about 30 yards inside 
the United Slates and handcuffed 
them together. One of the Mexi- 
cans died of the wounds. 

A list of 25 shootings, beatings 
and other abuses allegedly inflicted 
by the Border Patrol against both 
Mexicans and U.S. citizens of 
Hispanic descent has been sent to 
the VS. Justice Department and 
Congress by a local group, the 
Committee "on Chicano Rights, 
which keeps a close watch on the 
patrol.

Following last week's arrest of 
Navy Petty Officer 3d Class Lee 
Madsen on charges of stealing se- 
cret documents, Mr. Stewart said. 
"For many years, we have been un- 
able to detect a spy within our 
ranks/' 

Petty Officer Madsen has plead- 
ed innocent to charges of stealing 
classified documents from a Penta- 
gon intelligence center and at- 
tempting to sell them. Information 
from a tipster led to the arrest. 

Last year. William Kampiles. a 
trainee for the CIA with only eight 
. months’ experience, was convicted 
of selling the Russians a copy of 
the operations manual for the se- 
cret KH-1 1 1 spy satellite. The CIA 
was unaware of the security breach 
until a private citizen informed on 
Kampiles. 

Under current screening proce- 
dures. Mr. Stewart said, efforts to 
check the background of FBI and 
intelligence service recruits are 
hampered by the Privacy Act and 
the possibility lhai any information 
collected may have to be made 
public later under Freedom of In- 
formation Act requests. 

As for lie detector tests, he said, 
only the code-breaking National 
Security Agency screens its civilian 
recruits with the polygraph. 

Bui military recruits, who 
comprise most of the National Se- 
curity Agency’s code-breaking and 
oommunications-moniioring staff, 
are not polygraphed — nor are mil- 
itary or civilian recruits for the 
CIA, U.S. Defense Intelligence 
Agency. FBI. the Secret Service or 
the intelligence branches of the 
Slate Department. Army. Navy 
and Air Force. 

“We don’t even check the finger- 
prims of people when they enlist in 
the enlisted ranks of the military 
services/* Mr. Stewart said.

Somoza Arrives in Paraguay 

ASUNCION, Paraguay, Aug. 20

Anatoli Shcharansky. 31. '‘is skin and 
bones. His face is drawn. His nose is sharp 
and thin and his eyes bulge. There is no 
doubt that he is a terribly sick man.” Those 
are the words of his mother. Ida Milgrom. 
70. who saw her son two weeks ago for the 
first time this year. He is serving a term at 
hard labor in Chistopol prison 500 miles 
from Moscow on a charge of spying for the 
CIA. Shcharansky has denied the charge. So 
has President Carter. Some think the Soviet 
computer specialist’s real crime was that he 
served as a leader of the Jewish emigration 
movement in the Soviet Union. No matter. 
He has become the current best symbol of 
the Kremlin's policy on human rights — 
crush them when they don't serve the inter- 
ests of the motherland. By virtue of his cause, 
his suffering and his courage. Shcharansky 
merits the attention and active concern of the 
worlcL But the publicity surrounding his case 
should serve to illuminate rather than ob- 
scure the fact that he is one of thousands of 
political prisoners in the Soviet Union, in- 
cluding Georgians. Ukrainians. Baptists. Ta- 
tars and many other national and religious 
groups as well as Jews. 

The debate over how the United States 
and other Western governments can come to 
the aid of Soviet dissidents, but do the least 
damage to East-West relations, has been giv- 
en impetus over the last 24 years by Presi- 
dent Carter's human rights policy, which 
seemed lo promise a kind of Kissingerian 
linkage between individual liberty and the 
exercise of U.S. foreign policy. The differ- 
ence between the Carter policy and tradition- 
al diplomacy, whose very essence is trade-off 
and compromise, was that the Carter ap- 
proach was to be made under partial if not 
full public scrutiny. When Carter elaborated 
his policy Moscow responded as should have 
been expected: "with the full severity of So- 
viet law.” It was imperative, for obvious in- 
ternal and external reasons, that the Soviet 
government not be perceived as so weak that 
the United States could dictate its method of 
coping with dissent. It was the beginning of a 
crackdown that culminated in the sentencing 
of Shcharansky and Alexander Ginsburg. an- 
other important human rights activist. 

Carter's human rights pronouncements 
were made at a time when the dissident 
movement, always minuscule, was gaining a 


bit of strength. Among other things, there 
were beginning to be signs of unity between 
some of the disparate strains within the 
movement. Jewish emigrationists had linked 
up with democrats led by the world re- 
nowned physicist Andrei Sakharov: ethnic 
dissidents had made contact with workers 
complaining about factory conditions. That 
conjunction of events made the hard-line in- 
ternal security elements in the Kremlin 
uncomfortable. They argued successfully that 
the only corrective was harsh repression and 
long sentences in Siberia. In the interest of 
gelling the United States to accept a SALT-2 
treaty that Moscow regards as favorable, and 
to grant trade and technology concessions, 
the Soviet government also significantly 
stepped up the rate of Jewish emigration. But 
the important thing to remember is that the 
Russians have decided what concession to 
make and there is every reason to expect it to 
be withdrawn, since it conflicts with other 
Soviet interests, once Moscow's goals have 
been attained. At the moment these could be 
passage of SALT-2 by the Senate, and exten- 
sion by the United States of Export-Import 
Bank credits and most- favored nation trade 
status. 

Although President Carter has been less 
than brilliant in putting his human rights 
policy into practice, his basic instinct as it 
frequently is. was right. Both for the, individ- 
uals who are struggling and suffering now, 
and for future generations, a focus of atten- 
tion must be kept on the dissidents, many of 
whom do not want to leave but rather to 
change the Soviet system. They are not by 
any means all democrats, but they are all 
seeking a greater degree of freedom than the 
existing system allows. It is not so much a 
matter of more grain or less grain, withhold- 
ing this or that piece of computer or oil-drill- 
ing technology, but rather of relentlessly let- 
ting the Soviet government and people know 
that human rights are in the balance in the 
whole range of U.S.-Soviet relations. Sa- 
kharov understands this, as his regular press 
conferences prove. And this story, which has 
circulated for years in Moscow, suggests that 
the Soviet people do. too. Right after Sa- 
kharov won the Nobel Prize in 1975 a clean- 
ing woman was reported to have told her 
employer: "You know, they wanted to raise 
the price of vodka, but Sakharov wouldn't let 
them.” 


Reports About the Report 


Someone in the Energy Department recent- 
ly leaked to several newspapers the first re- 
sults of its inquiry into the gasoline shortage. 
It's a preliminary survey, and more of a sta- 
tistical analysis than an investigation. But it 
raises several interesting questions. Unfor- 
tunately, the reporting of it seems to have 
been caught up in the controversy that the 
subject of oil continually generates. 

In this newspaper’s original story - on the 
study, we said that it essentially exonerated 
the industry of the charge of hoarding gaso- 
line. With the wisdom of hindsight, that now 
looks too sweeping. The Energy Department 
said that it had found no evidence of hoard- 
ing. But it showed that the refiners had built 
up their stocks of crude oil from last January 
to May, while the gasoline shortage was 
developing. 

It also showed that the refiners cut their 
yield of gasoline slightly in that period, while 
sometimes increasing their yields of jet fuel 
and similar products. Why? Perhaps because 
gasoline was under price controls. The basic 
cause of the shortage and the gasoline lines 
was, demonstrably, the shutdown of Iranian 
exports through the winter. But different 


management of the refineries could have 
made the shortage a little less painful. 

The first press reports of this study ignited 
a reaction. The next round of reporting exag- 
gerated the study's limitations, concluding 
that it had relied entirely on the industry for 
its daia. Thai is not correct. There are a vari- 
ety of sources for the key statistics on oil. 
Generally speaking, the industry's reporting 
system is the fastest but the least complete. 
The Energy Department collects its own 
numbers from ships and refineries. There are 
customs reports. There are the production 
data that governments at various levels 
gather in the course of collecting taxes and 
royalties. 

This study by the Energy Department can 
be taken os a useful first cut at a description 
of last spring's gasoline shortage. It raises 
many unanswered questions — notably 
about the sales of gasoline outside the alloca- 
tion system. But it also offers lessons. When 
the next crisis comes, the Energy Department 
is evidently going to have to pay more atten- 
tion. more quickly to the management of the 
refineries.

Death in the Irish Sea 


Ocean sailing is a rough, risky sport, and 
the 605-mile Fastnet race is one of the 
roughest and riskiest of them all. Yet even by 
those special standards there was nothing 
normal about the storm that savaged the 
Admiral’s Cup fleet last Tuesday. leaving 17 
sailors dead and about two dozen boats lost 
or abandoned to the Irish Sea. It was a blow 
of such ferocity — one survivor called it 
“mayhem" — that landlubbers are left marv- 
eling at Lhe luck, seamanship and rescue 
work that brought most of the 2.000 sailors 
and 300 boats safely through. 

Besides its human toll, what makes this 
disaster so arresting is the character of the 
fleet that nature attacked. These were not ca- 
sual sailors out for a leisurely ride. They were 
highly skilled yachtsmen in finely tuned 
craft, accustomed to racing on the edge of 
danger and conquering the sea. And then the 


Atlantic reared up and overwhelmed all their 
assumptions of competence and masteiy. 

There is much speculation now' about 
whether the losses might have been reduced 
by requiring all the racers to carry radios and 
stay in touch, or by barring the smaller, light- 
er boats and less experienced sailors from the 
race. All this is venr human — and very wish- 
ful. 

Sailors live at the sufferance of the sea. a 
force as untamable as their own impulse to 
challenge it. That was easier to remember 
back when going to sea really meant going 
out of reach, and losses were more common- 
place. But the Atlantic has provided two 
humbling reminders recently, for the same 
ocean that smashed the Fastnet fleet did let a 
lone man sail successfully from Virginia to 
England in a homemade 10-foot boat.

An Ambassador Must Be Free to Jjie 


By Henry Fairlie 


W ASHINGTON — Until last 
Wednesday I assumed that 
il is one of the functions of an am- 
bassador lo have unofficial, and 
even unauthorized meetings with 
those whom his g4ivernmeni is un- 
able to meet for reasons of proto- 
col: that it is one of his functions to 
reach and feel where his govern- 
ment cannot officially be seen to 
go: that it is one of his functions its 
he a supplier of information to his 
government about every thing that 
is going on in the country in which 
he is stationed: and that if he is 
caught in the act. his government 
will assist him do dissemble, and 
not puhlidv put hint to the 
thumbscrew. 

1 1 is important to be clear that I 
am writing only about the function 
of diplomacy. I am not writing 
about the future of Israel, or the 
rights of the Palestinians, or the 
blacks and the Jews in this country. 
I may have definite opinions about 
all of those, but they are not here 
mv subject. I am concerned with 
the position and the role of the 
ambassador. 

The classic work on diplomatic 
practice was written by Sir Ernest 
Satow. a scholar-diplomat or the 
last century, after his retirement in 
1905. and its fifth and fully revised 
edition has just appeared. It now 
has to have elaborate chapters on 
subjects like "Kidnapping of 
Diplomats.” This up-uv-date edi- 
tion hegins by quoting the defini- 
tion of "diplomacy” in the Oxford 
English Dictionary. Diplomacy is 
I: "the management of internation- 
al relatuvns hy negotiation.” Bui 
then it is 2: "the method by which 
these relations are adjusted by am- 
btLssadors and envoys” We are not 
surprised to read that: it is what 
most of us mean by the word. 

It i> true that Satow goes on 10 
say that, "strictly speaking, the 
head of the foreign department is 
also a diplomatist." but he goes on 
to belie this, as one would expect, 
hy writing almost entirely about 
the "diplomatic agents”: ambasa- 
dors. legates and nuncios, envoys, 
in tern unci os and charges d'affaires. 
Whatever may be true "strictly 
speaking.” these are who we sensi- 
bly understand to he diplomats. 

Barest Rules 

Satow is mil at all clear about the 
people to whom an ambassador has 
the right to talk and even negotiate 
with on behalf of his government, 
except to point out that he has no 
right to go behind the hack of the 
minister of foreign ufTairs in the 
country to which he is appointed in 
order to negotiate with the sover- 
eign of that country directly. Of 
course there is no way in which 
more ihjrt the barest rules could be 
laid dow n to define how an ambas- 
sador should go about his business 
in every situation. 

The ambassador must be broadly 
free lo use his own "tact and intelli- 
gence. - ' as Satow puts it in his first 
sentence, otherwise his usefulness 
to his government and country will 
be very circumscribed. 

Only a few months ago the for- 
eign service of the United States 
was being criticized because it had 
made no fruitful contacts with the 
Ayotoilah Khomeini while he was 
an exile in Paris, and because it had 
given no warning or how wide- 
spread and intense was the support 
on which he could initially rely in 
his own country, h is a very touchy 
matter decide how far an ani- 
basasdor should he in touch with 
the opposition to a government to 
which he is accredited, and when a 
situation is moM delicate il is even 
touchier to draw the line hetween 
just being in touch and negotiating. 
But that is why we have ambassa- 
dors and it will be a poor day for 
lhe United States if the only con- 
tacts which il can make are con- 
fined to the stiff-necked diplomacy 
of which the giwcmcmnt at home is 
capable

The 
false ideal of “truth in government” 
has never looked more threadbare. 
This administration is in the middle 
of making a major shift in policy 
w hen it is not in very good shape at 
home or abroad. Lambs are being 
thrown on the altar to propitiate 
the gods with a wantonness that 
would have astounded the most 
primitive societies. Andrew Young 
was hardly out of line with that 
policy at all. and only in the most 
inflexible technical sense did he 
defy protocol. There would have 
been no difficulty with what he said 
— no protest from Israel — if the 
policy of the home government had 
been clear. 

In these circumstances, at the 
first inkling of what was afixu, the 
president should have sat on the 
State Department and told it to 
lie: to concoct a lie with Andrew 
Young and stick to it until the fuss 
blew over.

Hie diplomatic or political lie is 
not the same as the private lie.

Neither ally nor enemy is 
now going to feel very certain that 
its private dealings with the Ameri- 
can government will not be bruited 
abroad in the name of a private 
morality. 

Ripe Deeds 

. A government that is in as tricky 
a situation as America now is in the 
.Middle East must be able to put 
some distance between it and its 
deeds until these have ripened. This 
is all the more important because 
of two factors which have made 
that distance hard to maintain. 

The speed of modern communi- 
cations has made it difficult to sep- 
arate the actions or an ambassador 
from the government at home. - It is 
therefore essential that the fiction 
of that distance should be main- 
tained. The role of the ambassador 

— which seems to have withered so 
much since the palmy days of the 
classical diplomacy of the past — 


needs to be exaggerated. A govern- 
ment needs to be able to step back 
arid let him appear to be something 
of a free agent.

A Soviet energy crunch of the

world's largest petroleum producer.

It would have an enormous ef- 
fect not only on the Kremlin and 
on Eastern Europe — most of 
which now imports more than 90 
percent of its oil from the Soviet 
Union — hut on the rest of us as 
well.

W ASHINGTON (IHT) — 
“Cultural development is 
the only way to world peace. It cer- 
tainly does not lie in the develop-' 
ment of missiles and other weapons 
of destruction.” former Sen. Wil- 
liam Fulbright said in addressing 
his international audience. 

“Our only hope is people such as 
you who can understand our coun- 
try and culture and bring us your 
culture and experience," said Ful- 
bright. “We've had it too good for 
too long. We’ve never been occu- 
pied by a hostile army and there is 
something educational about such 
an experience. Cultural and educa- 
tional exchanges just might change 
the self-destructive habits of man- 
kind and show there is a basic hu- 
manity among us all."

of sweet com ana com meal dishes 
with its blazing orange. 

“Laver [Pliny used the name for ' 
a water plant] is the one seaweed 
we can decemly count in English or 
Welsh cooking as a vegetable." She 
cites a Victorian critic Eneas Dal- 
las, “If only French cooks had 
ruled England, they would have 
made it as famous as the truffles of . 
Perigord” 

Despite the enthusiasm of keen 
gardeners and cooks, sea kale, she 
laments, has never taken off com- 
mercially although “it is our one 
English contribution to the basic 
treasury of the best vegetables.” 

According to Mrs. Grigson. 
Thomas Jefferson grew sea kale in 
America, and it first appeared in 
his “Garden Book" in 1809. “Over 
90 kinds and varieties of vegetables 
are listed” in Jefferson's book, says 
Mrs. Grigson. “Some came via an 
Italian friend Philip Mazzei, who 
lived nearby. Some, like his fennel 
seeds came from Italy direct." 

Vegetable Repertory 

In the wondrous exchange of 
seeds throughout the centuries, the 
discovery of the New World en- 
larged everybody's vegetable reper- 
tory with tomatoes, sweet potatoes, 
green beans, limas. The maize first 
developed by the Maya and Inca 
farmers is now essential to North 
Italy’s polenta, and it is hard to im- 
agine that Lorenzo di Medici never 
saw a tomato in the markets of 
Florence. 

Mrs. Grigson may be esoteric at 
times, but she is also practical. Fori 
frugality, when onions sprout to- 
wards end of winter, she says: “Use 
the green shoots as if they were 
chives."

CIA Study 


Soviet Schools Gain but Still Lag Far Behind Those of U.S,. 


By Fred M. Heel linger 

N EW YORK (NYT) — The debate 
over Sal 1-2 may leave lhe average 
American guessing whether the United 
States or the Soviet Union is ahead in the 
strategic arms business. But a careful anal- 
ysis of Soviet education progress leaves no 
room for doubt that Moscow is a long way 
from catching up with the United States in 
education. 

Indeed, Soviet educators are concerned 
about trends which may affect both the 
quantity and the quality of schooling well 
into the 1990s. 

These conclusions can be drawn from a 
research paper. “U.S.SJL: Trends and 
Prospects in Educational Attainment 1959- 
85.” prepared for die CIA by an economic 
analyst with extensive-experience in the 
area of Soviet study. The paper shows im- 
pressive Soviet gains that have made sec- 
ondary education, or a total of (0 or 11 
years of public school attendance, almost 
universal. But it also projects a serious 
slowdown in the educational upgrading of 
the work force in the 1980s as a labor 
shortage puts pressure on students to cur- 
tail their studies and enter the job market. 

Linked to Economy 

The analysis of Soviet education leaves 
no doubt about the close link between edu- 
cational progress and economic growth. 
The momentum already achieved through 
the recent expansion of educational oppor- 
tunity suggests lhat education wiU contrib- 
ute even more to Soviet economic growth 
in the 1980s — about one-fourth — than in 
the past two decades when the improved 
quality of labor was estimated to have 
been responsible for about one-tenth of 
such expansion. The median years of 
school completed by those in the labor 
force rose from 6.3 in 1959 to 9.5 in 1977. a 
remarkable accomplishment Yet, about 22 
percent of those in the Soviet labor force 
still have less than eight years of education. 


and fewer than IQ percent have finished 

college. 

The story of Soviet education is replete 
with contrasts. Even though educauon's 
impact on the economy is generally 
acknowledged, official support of educa- 
tional growth has bad its ups and downs in 
the last 20 years, alternately expanding 
and cutting back in answer to short-term 
Jabor demands. 

After rapidly expanding vocational 
training in the high schools and part-time 
education at all levels in the 1950s and ear- 
ly 1960s, the current decade has seen 
retrenchment, accompanied by efforts to 
shore up quality. Rrcent legislation calls 
for more vocational training m what might 
be compared to U.S. academic nigh 
schools — reminiscent of the late James 
Conant's advocacy of the comprehensive 
high school, to provide graduates with, 
wnat Dr. Conant called “marketable 
skills. ” 

Worst Crisis 

Ironically, the CIA study indicates that 
Soviet education faced its worst crisis in 
1958 — precisely the time when Ameri- 
cans. pamdked by the Russia's triumph of 
launching Sputnik, were equally alarmed 
about the need to “catch up 11 with the Rus- 
sians. 

Between 1950 and 1959. the number of 
Soviet students graduating from secondary 
schools quadrupled, increasing from 
340.000 to 1.4 million. But higher educa- 
tion could absorb only 17 percent of these 
graduates (compared with nearly 50 per- 
cent in the United States), and the academ- 
ic nature of the Soviet high schools left the 
rest unprepared for most jobs. 

The hastily introduced school reforms of 
1958, however, ran into increasing trouble 
for lack of properly trained vocational 
teachers and poorly planned on-the-job 
teaching programs, along with low-quality 
part-time study that made the statistics 


look good but did little to improve the 
quality of (aiming. 

The proportion of cher>6oviet population 
that has completed either general or sp& 
dalized (vocational) secondary education 
now stands at about 30 percent, a huge 
gain from the 12 percent level in 1959 but 
a long way from the United States' figure 
of 60 percent. According to current Soviet 
.planning, which tends to be optimistic, the 
best possible attainment by 1985 would be 
40 percent of the population with complet-. 
ed secondary schooling. . 

In 1977 five million Soviet students were 
enrolled in higher education, but 45 per- 
cent were' in part-time programs that have 
since been widely criticized as inferior, 
with a high ratio of dropouts. The UJS. 
higher education enroUroent for the same 
year was approximately 10 million. 

- “Soviet higher education," the report 
notes, “has been characterized by a narrow 
curriculum, which made it difficult for spe- 
cialists to cope with technological change. 
Despite widespread recognition that a 
more flexibJecumcoluin ana greater stress 
on basic economics and . management 
training were needed, the structure of pro- 
fessional education has not changed in a 
major way since the mid-1960s." 

Shift to Co mpu ters 

Nevertheless, some important qualita? 
live changes in higher education have been 
made, such as an increase in the number of 
full-time students. Although engineering 
students still make up half of the total 
enrollment, the report says, the emphasis 
on defense and spice-related specialties of 
the 1960$ has shifted to computers, con- 
struction, transportation and consumer 
goods technology. 

What further suggests an uphill struggle 
is the fact that the present lag is caused 
largely by the rural areas, particularly in • 
the Central Asian republics. With nearly 
half of the nation's elementary and second- 
ary students still in rural schools, the re- 


port says, the quality of education in rural 
areas will have to be upgraded dramatical- 
ly. not an easy task. 

In addition, Moslem traditions in €en-[ 
teal Asa and Azerbaijan constitute serious 
obstacles for improved education for wom- 
en. For example, the report shows that!, 
while enrollment of women in vocational^ 
technical schools has climbed, from IS per- 
cent in 1966 to 30 percent in 1977, women 
were still being trained for only 580 of 
1.200 vocations. 

-Soviet educators are a long way from 
thinking seriously about anytitingr like the 
- U.S. concept of tire liberal arts. It is never- 
theless interesting to note, that the- latest 
Soviet refo rm s stress training .in the basic 
rather than the applied sciences, particu- 
larly mathematics and physics, and are 
even offering broader soda! science in- 
struction for students preparing, for techni- . 
cal specialities. 


■ 1 
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What lessons can Americans draw from 
these insights into the educational system 
that is so often viewed as U.S: education's 
major competitor? The most obvious con- 
clusion seems to be tbartbe Soviet Union 
is still trying, hard to compete with U.S 
- success in mass education rather than the 
other way around. While the Soviet schooU 
excel in mathemat ic s and science, then 
□arrow concentration on job-oriented earl) 
specialization (which many American edu- 
cators currently also advocate) seems more 
often to get in the way of progress, individ- 
ual and economic. 

Most striking, however, are the flaws of 
an educati o n system that tries frantically 
to follow all the twists and turns of the 
economic planners. Impressive as Soviet 
educational progress has been, it is intrigu- 
ing to speculate how much more might 
have bear accomplished had the system 
been unleashed from its subservience tc 
the short-term link erers and their five-yeai 
plans.

Royal Garden Clues: A Princess Amid the Mulch’ and Boars

V ARENGEV1LLE-SUR-MER. 

France (NYT) — Princess 
Margerilha Sturdza battles endless- 
ly against fog, drought, cyclones, 
torrential rains and the attacks of 
wild boars on this bleak, windswept 
cliffside near Dieppe on the nortn- 
em coast of France. But despite 
these inconveniences, she has creat- 
ed one of the country's most indi- 
vidual and well-known private gar- 
dens, combining a large collection 
.of rare plants and trees with a high- 
ly personal architecture and colora- 
tion. And, for a fee, she is pleased 
to teach others how to do the same. 

Horticulturists, amateur garden- 
ers and just plain flower lovers 
(lock here from all over the Conti- 
nent and — the ultimate accolade 
— England. “She has devised a 
■method of growing plants and dis- 
playing them that I’ve never seen 


elsewhere.” said Hugh Johnson, the 
British dendrologist and garden 
writer. 

When she moved here with her 
husband. Prince Georges Sturdza, 
in 1957. there was nothing on the 
20-acre property 100 yards from 
zhe sea except a quaint, wood- 
frame. Normandy-style house. The 
Slurdzas had previously lived in the 
princess' native Oslo after fleeing 
Romania, where the prince's family 
had included the princes of Molda- 
via since the 17th centuiy. 

The princess, a brusque, impa- 
tient woman, refuses to discuss her 
past except to say that after she 
and her husband married they lived 
for 11 years in Romania, where she 
also had an extensive garden. The 
couple have three children, one of 
whom was the Swiss tennis champi- 
on for several years. The prince is 
now retired, although the princess

“I recuperate 
everything.” she said. “Masses of 
leaf mold, manure and peat. The 
combination is different for each 
plant” Each plant receives a mulch 
yearly.

Cycle Lag 

' The result is that Europe's busi- 
ness cycle lass about a year behind 
the U.S. cycle and was just starting 
a period of growth when the US. 
economy was beginning to wind 
down. With their relatively delayed 

r im under way, Europe has been 
to carry the oil burden more 
easily. 

The Italian economy, Europe's 
perennial slow starter, has led the 
EECs advance this year. The coun- 
try is expected to register 4.5-per- 
cent growth for 3979. up from last 
year's 2.8 percent, and while 
growth ' is expected to slow next 
year. Italy will remain among the 
community's strongest performers. 

The other two EEC economies 
powering this year's upturn are 
France and West Germany, which 
together with Italy make up lwo- 
thrrds of the community's gross do- 
mestic product, or the output for 
final consumption. Like Italy, both 
countries are expected to report 
lags next year, but their growtn is 
still expected to expand at rates of 
between 2 and 3 percent. 

The common threads that run 
through the European economy 
this year are rising consumer 
wending arid capital investment. 
Economists find this cheering, for 
an economy propelled by this type 
of demand is much easier to man- 
age that one led by an export 
boom.

RCA and CIT Financial have 
reached an agreement in principle 
for RCA, the diversified electronics 
and services company, to acquire 
CIT. one of the nation's largest in- 
dependent financial companies. Tor 
Si. 35 billion, the companies said 
Friday. 

The agreement, .which would be 
one of the largest mergers in U.S. 
history if consu mated, still requires 
the approval of the companies* 
hoards and shareholders and is 
subject to negotiation of a defini- 
tive agreement and approval by 
various federal agencies. One 
source close to the negotiations, 
however, noted (hat no antitrust 
problems were anticipated. 

CIT shareholders will be offered 
S65 a share in cash or securities. 
RCA said it would acquire up to 49 
percent of CITs 20.75 million 
shares for cash and the rest for a 
package of preferred and converti- 
ble-preferred stock. 

The combined company would 
have annual income of about S3M 
million on revenues of S7.2 billion 
and assets of about S10 billion, 
making it the 16th or 17th largest 
U.S. industrial company. 

Separate Operations 

The largest merger between U.S. 
companies was General Electric's 
acquisition of. Utah International 
for 52.2 billion in 1976. Mobil's 
1974 purchase of voting control or 
Marcor Inc., the holding company 
for Montgomery Ward, was for 
$825 million. Exxon currently is 
proposing a SI. 17-billion takeover 
of Reliance Electric. 

RCA President Edgar Griffiths 
said CIT would remain a separate 
and independent company with its 
own board. He said CIT Chairman 
Waiter Holmes Jr. would be invited 
to join RCA's board. 

In 1978. RCA reported earnings 
of 5278 million on assets of S4.9 
billion. Its subsidiaries include Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. and Hertz, 
the rental car company, as well as 
companies in the carpet frozen- 
food and publishing industries. 

Mr. Griffiths, who has long 
made known his company's interest 
in expanding into financial ser- 
vices. said that “the merger will 
provide RCA with a better-bal- 
anced portfolio of businesses and 
its prospects for long-term stable 
growth will be greatly enhanced.'* 

"The noncyclical nature of CITs 
earnings can provide a valuable 
offset to the cyclicality of some of 
RCa's traditional businesses and 
thus help to neutralize earnings 
swings." he added. 

CIT Financial, which last year 
earned 586.5 million on assets of 
S5.2 billion, is seen by Wall Street 
analysts as a good fit for RCA. ft is 
one of the largest independent 
finance companies, solidly estab- 
lished in both the commercial- and 
consumer-loan businesses. The 
company also has insurance and 
manufacturing operations. In 
April.' CIT sold its bank, the Na- 
tional Bank of North America, to 
National Westminster Bank for 
S430 million.

THE NEOCONSERVAJfVES 
The Men Who Are Changing America’* Polities 

By Peter Steinfels. Simon & Schuster. 335pp. $11.95. 
Reviewed by Christopher Xehmann-Haupc . 


F ‘ IS A TRICKY high-wire act 
that Peter Steinfels performs in 
"The Neoamservatives.” His bias 



reputation 
executive editor of Commonweal 
inspiring and as the author of arti- 
cles and reviews for Dissent, The 
New Republic. The Nation, New 
American Review and other jour- 
nals. As be puts -it is die first para- 

m^anpe^irf tr Ne^OTmatiOT?’ 
“this outlook, preoccupied with 
certain aspects of American life 
and Mind or complacent toward 
others, justifies a politics which, 
should it prevail, threatens to atten- 
uate pnd rirnninich the promise Of 

American democracy ” 

Yet he holds a grudging respect 
for the neoconservative movement. 
He believes drat it “has nonetheless 
produced telling critiques of con- 
tending political views and provoc- 
ative analyses of specific political 
proposals; it has devoted its atten- 
tion to fundamental questions its. 
rivals have frequently overlooked; 
and it deserves, accordingly, a 
thoughtful, extensive, and careful 
evaluation.” In sum: “Let me not 
bedge'my bet I believe that neo- 
conservatism is die serious and in- 
telligent conservatism America has 
lacked, and whose absence has 
been roundly .lamented by the 
American left” 

Indeed, so tricky is his act that at 
times he threatens to nimble. There 
are passages, particularly those that 
set out to demonstrate the elitism 
of nebconservativism’s anti-etitism, 
where if Steinfels doesn't get lost 
then I surely da And in the light of 
his definitive assertion that “the 
‘new class' is often only a conven- 
ient (because vague) way to label 
whomever the ’neoconservatives 
don't like and to invest them vOith 
an aura of massiveness and threat,” 

I was puzzled at his conclusion, 240 
pages later, that. the neoconserva- 
tivefe are in fact the ideologues of 
that “new class.” For although 
Steinfels openly celebrates the iro- 
ny of this insight, he cannot really 
have it both ways. (And if you 
think Tm quibbling over shades of 
meaning, you should see what 
Stdnfds does when he dons fall 
battle array.) 

But who are the neoconserva- 
tives? Where do they write? What 
do they believe? How much influ- 
ence do they have? In answering 
these questions, Steinfels is at his 
' witty mid corro si ve best ■ — particu- 
larly in his chapter on Daniel Pa- 
trick Mqynihan, where be separates 
the style from the substance of this 
“Professorial Politician” (which, 
the way Steinfels goes about it, is . 
like separating an elephant from its 
fleas) and leaves us laughing and 
appalled. 

To put a rigorous analysis very 
loosely: The ■neoconservatives are 
the thmk eis who emerged from the 
luibulence’of the 1960s disenchant- 
ed with the excesses of the New 
Left, the counterculture and Lyn- 
don Johnson's Great Society, and 
determined to defend what they ■ 
saw as the traditional values and 
institutions of Western Civilization. 

. Their writings are to be found in 
the pages of Cotnmentaiy magazuie 
and The Public Interest. They in- 
clude such intellectuals as Irving 
Kristol and Daniel Bdl, each of 
whom’ also gets a chapter to Irimseif 
(in Kristofs case, a nighty critical 
one; in Bed’s case, moderately 
sympathetic); as well as such other 
refugees from the liberal left as 
Nathan Glazer. James Wilson, Sey- 
mour Martin Upset, Robert Nu- 
bet, Aaron WUdavsky. Samud 
Huntington, Peter Drucker, Daniel 
Boorstin and Lewis Feuex, to men- 
tion but a handful of the many 
names he dies. 

According to Stfcmfds. they are 
learned, though not quite so much 
as they seem to be. They are polem- 
ical, though their polonies some-

if only because *To dismiss the 
. . . without confronting theirs 
guments in detail . . would be t 

mirror wiuu is in fect one of fthd 
own major faults, their tendency t 
treat their adversaries as fed* 
minded or dubiously motivated, < 
to admit into the cixue of “honor 
ble” opponents only those wt 
share their style of passing son 
idiological Wassermann test • 
‘pro-Americanism.* " 

You can see, even from tt 
sketchy summary,- how Steinfr 
gjvcth and taketh away. And this 
nothing compared with the way- 
goes about his lengthy analysis - 
the neoconservative critique of t 
so-called intellectuals of the “N< 
Class," of their dissatisfaction wi 
the rising tide of egalitarianis 
and of the threat they perceive 
excessive democracy. 

It should come as no surpr 
then that Stohfds’s conclusion i 
shopping list of neocouservatisi 
virtues and vices — the virtj 
being “the serious attention it pt 
to the moral culture,” its “reject 
of sentimentality" (by which’ 
means “the immediate -emotio 
response that renders a reality al 
a piece and 'obvious 1 "X and--, 
aforementioned “thoroughgc 
criticisms that it has made of n! 
al or radical programs .:

This schedule is killing. There is absolutely 
no free time.

We had tonight off. No meetings, i had a 
few hrews. more than a few. and I'm in a 
mellow mood. Right now I'm going good and 
1 know there's no way anyone is going to 
lake my job away. I'm full of confidence and 
there's 'no comparison to how I was last year 
at this time: I was a head case. I'm taking 
everything in .stride, sitting here in mv dorm 
room listening to Neil Diamond. He's my 
man. I have many things to he grateful to 
Dick Vermeil fvir and one of them is for in- 
tVoducing me to Neil Diamond's music. 

July 26 

We had a meeting tonight from 7:15 until 
l <1:35. It's hard to sta> awake. These meet- 
ings to me are veiy boring, veri redundant. I 
thought we could he treated as professhmuls. 
If vou get it. you get it. If >ou don't, vou 
don't. Just like on the field. If j**u haven't 
got it. you don't belong there. 

T Denny brought up a point worth mention- 
ing. one of the biggest things that goes tin at 
training camp. When you are marginal 
ballplayers like us you never know what's 
giving on as far as vog are concerned. They 
never tell you anything. You would like to 
ease up a little bit. But they never relieve the 
pressure building up inside you to make ihe 
team. They continually play this mental 
game with you and alter awhile you ju>t 
crack. So far Denny and 1 haven't cracked 
bui ue’re close to the point. 

My dad was in the stands today. He 
missed a couple of practices this 'week and I 
wondered where he was. 1 always look in the 
stands to see ir he's there, he or my uncle. My 
dad schedules his vacations around training 
camp so he can he here. People may think 
that's crazy since il's been over % every day. 
But I'm hi* little hov. 

July 27 

t had a real gtuxl day. my best. Maybe one 
reason was ihm Jamie showed up. Jamie is a 
U-y ear-old hoy who has leukemia. I met him 
in t ape May tN.J.) last spring. His father 
told me that Jamie had been- depressed lately 
bui after 1 invited him a couple of w eeks ago 


to come visit at training camp he gained four 
pounds. I dedicated a hit to Jamie. 1 told him 
that the first good pop I got in our first exhi- 
bition would he for him. 

The fact that I hud u good day look a little 
pressure off Sandy, iny wife. She came to 
practice. t»x». and the comments she heard in 
the .stands bothered her. People were saying 
that I'm loo old: that I was foolish to trv it 
again because l*d never make ihe team. She 
said she’d never come to practice again, 1 
hope she does, though, because it always 
makes me fed good when she’s there. 

She worries much more than I do and gels 
upset so easily. It's a good thing she has Skip, 
mv 12-year-old stepson, to talk to about me 
making' the team. He understands. He wants 
it as badly as 1 do. 

July 28 

We get tonight and tomorrow off and I'm 
driving home to Cherry Hill. NJ. Because it 
was getaway day everybody's mind was on 
what they were going to do. so practice was, 
terrible. The eoaehes were tired, too. They've 
been working until two o'clock every night. 

I was wnm a little thin and something hap- 
pened w hen l started home that really upset 
me. Some guy stepped in Troni of my car and 
forced me to slop as f was leaving the park- 
ing lot. He thrust a piece of paper at me and 
said. '"Hey. buddy, give me an autograph." f 
threw the paper right back ui him and yelled. 
"Get away from me. You get no autograph. 
You nearly made me run over you.'* Then I 
apologized, and even gave him a picture i 
happened to have in the ear. 

People have no idea how tired you get in a 
training, camp, what an ordeal a 2'?-hour 
practice can be in the heat. And then here 
come the kids with their pieces of paper 
wanting autographs. I sign all I cun nut 1 
have to confess i hate it. And the parents. 
They push these little kids at you saying. 
“Go get him." 

July 31 

There are nine wide receivers left, four too 
many. Dick Coury. my receiver coach and 
vine of the nicest men oh the staff, tried to do 
me u favor but I’m not sure how successful 
he was. Dick told me that realistically the 
dunces of me making the team this year 
were not promising. 

One or the new guys really licked me off. 
The cither day we were running sprints and I 
never even had to lake a deep breath. Billy 
Joe. one of the coaches, complimented me 
and 1 said that 1 had to thank all the running 
1 had done in offseason, about 500 miles 
since February'. This rookie piped up. 
“Vince, what did you do?” He said it sarcas- 
tically and l let h’im have it: “Rookie, don't 
you ever question what l do because you 
have never even played one game as a Phila- 
delphia Eagle." 

There are some laughs at camp. Our train- 
ers are the greatest at Irving to keep guys 
Khtnc. One of their hustles,' is “the casino trip 
to Atlantic City.” Guys sign up to go for 
nothing. 5250 free in chips, showgirls galore. 
Tony Franklin, our rookie kicker from Texas 
A&M. cashed a hig check and bought a new 
wardrobe. He wasn't going over in any bus- 
hut in his new black Corvette wearing a 
hhick hat. 

Only there wasn’t any trip. There was nev- 
er going to he one. No bus. nothing. A re- 
porter wanted to go to write a feature and he 
waited an hour for the bus to show up. 

August 1 

Deuc Sanders got cut today. He was the 
starting safety for ihree years. He was a quiet 
guy and it wasn't an emotional thing so 
much, but ii sent a shock wave through 
camp. Wc realized that nobody's got it made, 
not even a starter. Looking Tor job security in 
the NFL? Forget iu buddy. 

I'm tired and my back has started to go. I 
don't think anyone knows what a physical 
wreck I am and l‘m not about to tell them. I 
have a fractured disc that causes pressure on 
the sciatic nerve and pain knifes right down 
through the groin into the toes. I have a high 
tolerance of pain but sometimes 1 can't deal 
with that. I think 1 have a broken bone in my 
right wrist that 1 got about a month ago 
when Ron Jaworski and I were working out 
at Veterans Stadium. 1 am also coming ofi a 
pretty .venous shoulder operation after a se-

vere separation hut that hasn't bothered me a 
hit so far. Hunks for small favors. 

August 3 

I've lust 11 pounds and I'm down to 189. 
It’s so hard to hold weight. You don't want 
to eat and you have to force yourself to do it. 
Denny loses six or seven pounds every prac- 
tice. He's a hig sweater. He even sweats when 
he plays the guitar. He forces himself to eat 
two dinners every night to keep his weight up 
and his blood pressure is high. That's the sac- 
rifice he is making to play football. 

Tonight we're going to play the Colts in 
Baltimore and Cm on the bus. I found a quiet 
place away from the tape players because I 
want to finish a novel. “Midnight Express." 
and I've got 50 pages to go. “Jaws" (Jawor- 
ski) sat with me for awhile and he said.

Movie and g M*A*S*H- Notes 

The Seduction 
Of Alan Alda

L OS ANGELES <WP) — In 
real life. Alan AUlu chooses 
his words quite deliberately. 
Compared to the rapier wit dis- 
played by Captain Huwkeye Pi- 
erce in TV's Alda's, 

style is more like a saber, but no 
less sharp. 

Stage 9 at 20th Century-Fox in 
Los Angeles is deserted Tor an 
hour as the crew or “M*A*S"H” 
takes lunch. In the studio com- 
missary. Alda is sipping a glass or 
white wine and talking about 
"The Seduction of Joe Tynan” — 
the movie he has written and 
starred in. 

The film is about a fictitious 
Sen. Tynan of New York who is 
captivated by power and success 
as much as he is by the charms of 
an attractive woman. Though its 
setting is the Washington politi- 
cal world or a Kennedy-type poli- 
tician with his sights on the 
White House, the movie is not 
Alda insists, a political one. 

“The movie is really abouL the 
danger of losing touch with 
what's personal.” he says. "Any- 
body faced with success has to 
deal with the problem of ditching 
his or her family to get to that 
success. 

“Most men Teel that family 
kind of works on its own steam, 
and you can keep the family on a 
shelf for a while, while you do 
this other so-called truly import- 
ant work of your business, your 
career. And when you come back 
to them, they'll still be there. 
Well, the fact is they're either not 
there, or they're different people 
when you come back to them." 

It is a dilemma that has affect- 
ed Alda during his rise to film 
success. But insists that the movie 
is not autobiographical, and he 
closely guards what privacy he 
has.. 

If Alda is not the libidinous 
wise-cracker that viewers of 
“M*A*S*H” might expect, there 
is still a humorous twinkle and a 
hint of latent mischievousness. 




The lanky. 6-foot-2 actor was 
bom in New York City in 1936. 
the product of a show-biz family. 
He is the son of Robert Alda, the 
stage and screen actor known for 
his role as George Gershwin in 
"Rhapsody In Blue.” In the 
1940s. living in Hollywiiod where 
his father was under contract to 
Warner Bros~ the younger Alda 
on occasion teamed up with his 
father to entertain soldiers at the 
Hollywood Canteen, and 
appeared with him on the stage. 

Show-Biz Family 

In the early 1960s, he acted on 
the New York stage and 
appeared in NBC's short-lived sa- 
tirical review. “That Was the 
Week That Was." Bui he but did 
not become a national celebrity 
until “M*A*S*H” premiered in 
September. 1972. He has since 
starred in several TV movies and 
two films. “California Suite" and 
“Same Time Next Year.” 

While “Joe Tynan" draws on 
Alda's personal .knowledge of the 
strains between career and fami- 
ly. it also relies on his experiences 
politicking for the past six years 
us an ardent champion or the 
Equal Rights Amendment. His 
campaign has left him somewhat 
embittered and cynical toward 
politics and politicians. “I think 
I'm more cynical having done 
politics a little bit than I was be- 
fore I got into it." he says. "I 
used to campaign for [Sen. 
George] McGovern and [former 
Sen. Eugene] McCarthy. 

"I could campaign for an issue 
now — but 1 don't know if 1 
could campaign for a candidate. 

“Candidates and office-holders 
tend lo be a collection or appear- 
ances rather than people with 
substance. I know there are ex- 
ceptions to this and 1 don't want 
to offend everybody in Washing- 
ton by [saying] that everybody 
there is full of hot air. It's not 
irue. But it's jockeying of images 
rather than the arguing of the

fers some examples. 

“I've seen- people offer their

If a woman would go to 
bed with them, they would vote 
for it. in one case, if a legislator 
could get his son's high school 
marching band in the inaugural 
parade, they would vote for iL 
Another one said he would vote 
for it if some movie stars would 
call him up.

Touches of Realism 

His encounters with politicians, 
“a shelf full of books” and advice 
hy Washington Post writer Rich- 
ard Cohen enabled Alda to add 
insightful touches of realism to 
“Joe Tynan.” his first screenplay. 
In the film, a mechanical letter- 
writing machine spews out letters 
to constituents complete with sig- 
natures provided by automatic 
fountain pens. A campaign con- 
sultant coaches the senator on his 
speech delivery, and a senile sen- 
ator played by Melvyn Douglas 
confesses. “After a while, you for- 
get what you're here for. Getting 
dout and keeping it is all that 
exists.” 

While the ERA and pro-femin- 
ist issues remain AkLrs political 
passion — he was a member of 


the National Commission on the 
Observance of Women’s Year, 
and has written for Ms. magazine 
— he has also taken public stands 
when he thought freedom of 
speech was threatened. 

Recently, after the California 
State Senate rejected the appoint- 
ment of Jane Fonda -to the Stale 
Arts. Council. . Alda’s name 
appeared with 284 others cm a 
fun-page newspaper advertise- 
ment condemning the state sen- 
ate. and pledging to. "fight any 
resurrection of the specter of 
McC an hymn." And after the 
University of California at Davis 
struck Fonda's name from its list 
of graduation speakers. Alda 
withdrew his own from the list of 
six remaining nominees. 

“If Jane Fonda is turned down 
as a speaker because she is. 'a lit- 
tle bit too controversial right 
now' — that’s what they told me 
when I called the university — . 
then she could be turned down 
for a part on a television show 
because she's a little bit too con- 
troversial right now” Alda ex- 
plains indignantly. “This stuff 
has lo be slopped while -it's still 
stoppable, so that even though 
you might risk over-reacting, it's 
worth the risk." 

Comedy 

Alda is already at work writing' 
his next movie. It will be entitled r 
“The Four Seasons" and will be a 
comedy about the friendship of 
three couples. If all goes well, he 
says, he will direct it and act one

of the parts next spring. While 
“Joe Tynan" is a drama with 
some comedy, the next project 
will be a comedy without much 
drama. 

That mixture of humor and 
seriousness has made Alda a re- 
spected Hollywood personality. 
The recipient- of Emmy awards 
for acting and directing 
“M*A*S*H,"' he has also twice 
won the popularity contest of 
The People's Choice Awards. In 
uddition. he recently received 
three more Emmy nominations 
— for writing, directing and act- 
ing in "M*A*S*H" episodes.
